THK MAN IN VELVET. 


What Lie Was, and Why He Was 
Killled. 


The Courier-Journal of 
‘commenting ou the late detective Bar- 
more and his * taking off,’’ says: 

The taking off of Barmore was & 
pleasant New Year’s | lessing to the Rad- 
ical papers, and they did not fail to 
make good use of it. Hig reappearance 
for the last time on any stage, ig @ re- 
newal of the benedictioa which they 
hardiy Jooked for, but they are glad 
enouch to get it and profit by it. Even 
the supercitious Cincinnati Commercial 
contrives to boil down its cold-blooded. 
and proverbially lukewarm cynicism to, 
an indignant point, while the little stew- 
kettles of the party, which are always 
beiling over, and will boil over for the 
least pretext, are puffing out great gusts 
of steam and hissing as if they would 
burst, over the fate of the lcst detective. 

Barmore was a loose, eccentric dare- 
devil. He had no friends araong his own | 
class, speaking politically, for personaly 
he had no class. He led an isolated, 
wayward, freakish, mysterious, crooked, 
aud vicious life, a detective by nature, 
with one frailty, and one only... Hq was 
overfond of women,creduious to a degree 
where they were concerned, and often

sand dollars. He charges the Safety 
Committee*for false imprisonment in 
atreating and deiaining him in the city 
of Memphis during the month of Febru- 
ary, 1862; and he charges ai! the defend- 
ants with trespass, in seizing and con. 
verting $13,128 00 in gold. Johnson was 
a steamboatmanr, and had been trading 
at the various landing: below Cairo, and 
on the Arkansas aud White rivers, and 
ia the winter cf 1861-’62 had come South 
for the purpose of collecting money due 
him for goods which he hadsold. B¢ 
this means he became possessed of large 
amounts of Southern money of various 
kinds, and knowing that the same would 
be of no use to him in St. Louis, he 
bought wold withit. While endeavoring 
to get to St. Louis from the South, he 
procured passege on the steamer Ken- 
tucky, which was lying at Memphis, and 
was about to start up the river, when he 
was arrested by.some one who appeared 
to be a Confederate military officer, 
his gold seized.and~ deposited in the 
Memphis Bank, and be taken before the 
“Committee of Safety.”” Gen. Polk, 
wiio was commanding at Columbia at 
t time, had issued orders probibitiog 
tie exportation of go!d norih of the line of 


victimized by them. His dress and air 
were curious. Velvet was his weakness ; 
cunnipg at once his boast ard his 
strength. It is believed by many that 
he was a spy for both parties during the 
war. Assuredly he could not be suspected 
of patriotism; and, if John Morgan had 
had him, he might have made a mar- 
tial hero out of bim, for Barmore was 
brave and enterprising, being a cross be- 
tween the bandit and the peddler, with 
a dash of the gipsy. He was more odious 
to the Radicals than to the Conserva- 
tives, but ali parties at Nashville would 
have rejoiced to hear of his appointment 
as Eavoy ixtraordinary to the Feejee 
Islands, 

Now, as to the peculiar method of his 
final exit from public life, it isto be said, 
in general terms, that such acts of vio- 
lenes are revolting to all whose impulses 
are kindly, as they are outrageous in the 
eyes of the law. No one can defend 
them. No one pretends to excuse them. 
Bat they are sometimes inevitable, and 
ibis was one of the instances which 
could hardly have fallen out otherwise, 
for Barmore was on the blood track when 
he met his swift and sanguivary end. 
The Ku-Kiux Klan was not organized 
in Tenuessee for nearly three years after 
the war. During those years the State 
bristled with Loyel Leagues. These

‘The de- 
fendants claim that Johnson wes ar- 
rested by one of Gen. Poik’s detectives, 
acting poder bis order icsued for the pur- 
pose of gold from being 
smuggled through the lines. That the 
gold was deposited by eaid detective in 
the Mempbis Bank, and that the action 
of the vigilance committees was only ad- 
visory, being given tothe detective sub-
